Contact with the saddle is correctly 
maintained ty the upper portions of his 
calves, the mitifle portion of his knees and 
the lower portions of his thighs in such a 
manner that his Tine of equ:poise passes 
Gacily through the centre of gravity of his 
horse. His taming scarlet tails gracefully 
drape his buttocks, wich, in turn, face in 
the same direction as the’ flowing ‘tail and 
‘more ample buttocks of his mount—that is, 
in the opposite direction to that in which he 
or they ultimately intend to proceed. (Note 
according to Col, Von Tac Maggot, author 
of "Ritten and Rotten,” it is very necessary 
that the tails of both rider and ridden flow 
In the same direction.

If these instructions are not followed out 
carefully the rider will come unstuck zrom 
the ridden ond their movements will no 
longer synchronize.

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A CHRISTMAS BAN 
Dee, 11. 


‘The organ of the Vatican has 
given sympathetic support to the 
Fascist ban on Christmas trees. ‘The 
Government's object is to effect 
economy, ‘The Papal journal 
naturally is ready to support an 
avowedly patriotic _gesture—from 
the Italian standpoint—sinee it ac- 
cords with the traditional policy of 
the Church, Many customs as- 
sociated with Christmas are of pre- 
Christian origin, ‘The Christmas 
tree 1s perhaps less ancient than 

* other symbols of what the Old 
Norscien called jot (yule)—a feast 
which Iasted some twelve days and 
was marked by conviviality rather 
than solemnity. ‘The Church long. 
trled to discourage the heathenish 
practices associated with Christmas, 
Dut it seldom carried the opposition. 
to the point of demanding complete 
acceptance of the ban. In England 
the mistletoe—a relic of the days 
of the Drulds—ts not properly in= 
eluded in the decorations of 
churches at Christmas time. 
although it plays a prominont—and 
frivolous—part in the domestic 
celebrations of English homes, An 
ancient Church edict forbade 
Christians “to deck thelr. houses 
with bay leaves and green boughs 
but the prohibition only applied to| 
the time of the decoration, The 
Church, in those early days, was 
desperately anxious to avert any 
relapse into paganism. It there- 
fore contented itself with applying 
the ban to the period when pagans 
held their. festival. In many 
respects the position of the Church 
was comparable with that of the 
present regime which secks, in 
China, to relegate: old celebrations 
to the background in favour of 
national holidays, The Christmas 
tree—a fir—is of comparatively 
modern origin and singularly little 
reference to it appears in English 
Uterature. Dickens makes no 
mention of it as part of the celebra~ 
tions at Dingley Dell. With Santa 
Claus it came trom Germany—prob- 
ably with the Hanoverians—and, 
being a pretty custom, its elevation, 
to the central point of family 

has been widely accepted.

Yet it doos not come under criticism 

for the same reason which has con- 

sistently barred the mistletoe from 
ecclesiastical ken, Tgnorant soxtons 
in English churches have been

‘a mistake on record at Teddington 

where an indignant parson corrected 

his sexton’s lapse.

‘The mistletoe was .compared by 
‘Vergil to the golden ‘bough in the 
infernal regions. It was known to 
the religious ceremonies of the 
ancient Greeks and its worship by 
the Celts and the Goths of North: 
Europe was taken to mark the 
‘approach of the Sun to the Winter 
Solstice. ‘The Christian Church— 
in England at all events—took 
over the custom of decorating 
houses and churches with holly, 








levergteen and the rest, but it firmly 
frowned on the mistletoe, whatever 
{the authorities at York ‘may have 
Jdone. Stow records a terrific gale 
in London on the morning of 
Candelmas Day 1444—three days 
after Christmas—when at the 
[Leadenhall in Cornhill, a ‘standard 
Jof tree fast in the ground nailed 
full of holme and ivie, for disport 
‘of Christmas to the people” was 
‘wrecked—by a malignant spirit it 
was thought. 

‘That “tree” was not of course a| 
Christmas tree. but possibly @ 
‘rough wooden cross. Herrick in the 
16th century thus discourses of a 
Devonshire Christmas in his 
Hesperides: 

Come bring with a nolse, 

‘My merry, merrie boys, 
‘The Christmass Log to the fring 

‘While my good Dame she 

Bids ye all be free, 
‘And drink to your heart's de- 
‘ring 
‘With the last year’s Brand

There may be perceived a happy 
Blending of pagan and Christian 
rites.

“THE GENTLE RAIN”

No small amount of discussion 
has arisen over the sentence of 
twelve years imprisonment passed 
by the Second District Court on 
Mr. O. N. Bagiriantz, an Armenian, 
for the slaying of his shop assistant 
alleged to have criminally interfered 
with the former's six-year-old 
daughter. “There is not the slightest 
[suggestion that the Court's finding| 
incorrect or that the sentence 
{inflicted was not in accordance with 
‘the law. Indeed the Court seems 
to have taken just as merciful a 
view of the whoie matter as the law 
allowed it, and short of condemning 
{the man fo a minimum of ten years 
imprisonment, the sentence of 
twelve, instead of life, indicates that 
ithe Court was fully cognisant of all 
ithe facts, had adequately weighed 
‘them, and within the limits imposed 
upon’ it had tempered the sentence 
with whatever clemency it was in 
its power to administer. Murder is 
always a hideous crime. The sum- 
mary taking of life, even for the 
[purpose of meting out a rough and 
ready justice is always to be de- 
plored for it deprives the vietim of 
the opportunity for repentance and 
the chance to reform. What is even 
more important is this:- in a case 
|where a wrong has been committed, 
Janda most grievous wrong at that, 
the slaying of the offender amounts 
to the interposition of the avenger 
‘between his vietim and the system 
of law which in all elvilized coun- 
tres is expected to punish the 
original wrong. Men cannot be 
allowed to take the law into their 
own hands, and, when they do, it 
1s only to be expected that the law| 
will vindicate Itself. That is the 
‘basis of good government, and be- 











‘cause It {s 0, it is again emphasized 
‘that there is no criticism levelled 


Jagainst the Court which passed so 
long a sentence as twelve years im- 
[prisonment on this most unfortunate 
‘and unhappy father. Tt could not} 
impose less than ten years, so that 
directly the prisoner was found| 
guilty. it was merely a question of 
how much less than a life sentence 
fhe could escape with. 

It is because of the correctness of| 
the decision that it is possible to put, 
forward the plea that executive 
jclemency should now be invoked for 
{the purpose of doing that substantial 
Justice to the convicted man and his 
family, which would undoubtedly 
Ihave been done had the case been 
heard before a judge and a jury, for 
{this journal has no hesitation in 
saying that no jury would have con- 
vieted in the circumstances, especi- 
jally if they realized that their 
verdict would send the accused 
Jaway to jail for so long a sentence 
jas a minimum of ten years. There 
Jcome times when the necessity of 
doing justice surpasses in im- 
[portance the mere administration of 
the law. ‘To some that contention 
}will ke wholly repugnant, but they 
Jare mere doctrinaires more con- 
[cerned with the letter than the spirit 
Jot the great principles which un- 
Jderly any civilization. ‘The case of 
Mr. Bagiriantz is essentially one 
Jwhere for the moment the pas- 
sionless interpretation of the law 
[should be made to give way before 
the realization of the overpowering 
[causes which led to the commission 
Jot the crime which it has been 
Jealled upon to punish. ‘The facts are| 
so simple. ‘The dead man molested| 
the prisoner's small daughter not 
jonce but several times. ‘The father, 
hearing of it, fatally stabs the 
wretched creature who has been the 
cause of his daughter's undoing. It 
was very wrong of him to do so, but 
how many fathers having a single 
drop of red blood in their veins 
would not burn to do exactly the 
same thing? It may be possible 
‘that there are such people as would 
sit down quietly under such in- 
formation as Mr. Bagiriantz had, 
Jand decide that the law should be 
invoked to take its course, but it 13 
fn the nature of mankind to resent 
the death such heinou: 
ferimes as the one for which the 
murdered man was killed. 

But the sentence on Mr. Bagiriantz, 
no matter how much it ean be 
justified in law, ts from every 
humane aspect" bad. Who is 
punished? Mr, Bagiriantz? Yes, 
and, in the cireumstances, unjustifi- 
Jably heavily. But there are also 
to suffer his wife and family, de- 
prived of thelr breadwinner, and 
condemned to starve from piliar to 
post for the next twelve years, until 
the passage of time restores to them. 
the man who in the agony of the 
Jmoment, vindicated their honour in 
the way he best knew how. The 
person who is to suffer most ix the 
Innocent victim of a man’s insensate| 
lust, the wronged daughter, punished 
in her body and in the deprivation 
of the care of a man who has proved 
his worthiness to be the father of 
children. If this is read as a co 
[donation of the convicted mat 
crime an injustice would be done to 
the sentiments which inspire this 
comment. A crime has undoubted- 
ly been committed, but committed 
{in such circumstances as almost to 
make it imperative that the execu- 
tive arm of government should now 
intervene and restore the balance 
‘between law and the humauities. 
/Mr. Bagiriantz does not deserve to| 
languish in jail through the years 
of his early middle age, to emerge 
to freedom, to start his life all over 
again with the heavy weight of 
frustrated years upon him. It is 
for these reasons that it is sug- 
gested that a better case for 
clemency is difficult to conceive. 
‘Though the suggestion may be 
dictated by sentiment, there is such 
ja practical quality about taking the| 
merciful view of the case that there 
is everything to commend either 
remission of the sentence or its re- 
duction to a term sufficient to 
vindicate the law without doing the 
Junhappy man more harm than has} 
Jalready been done, and It is believed 
that the authorities concerned have 
only to have the matter brought to 
their attention for them to act along 
[tines which commend themselves to| 
levery reasonable, thinking person.

[Howard has communicated to the 
lchain of Scripps-Howard papers 
[throughout the United States, and 
lwhich was published in these 
columns yesterday morning. The 
[writer of the article has made no| 
astonishing revelation;  throughout| 
the long drawn out agitation for! 
[independence there was always a 
school of thought which believed 
that the Filipinos really did. not| 
jwant complete severance from the! 
United States, and that much of the| 
agitation was'dictated by motives of| 
self-interest rather than from a 
Jdeep seated demand that the 
Filipinos as a nation should be 
allowed complete freedom of self- 
lexpression. That the agitation was 
jwell conducted, that the word in- 
Jdependence was driven deeply into 
the Filipino mentality 1s an un- 
Jdoubted fact, but it was more of a 
]word than an expression of a desir- 
Jable reality. The masses led by 
jsome very clever men know only, 
what they wanted, but nothing of 
the price which they would have to 
pay for its attainment, and, now 
that they are well on the way to 
lobta:ning a fulsiment of thelr wishes, 
there is gradually being borne in 
fupon them the fact that independ- 
Jence means ultimate severance from 
the United States and the loss of 
privileges which would naturally| 
|fotlow the establishment of an allen 
independence, alien in the sense 
that existing’ rights and privileges! 
granted to the Filipino as a colonial 
lot the United States would disap- 
pear as soon as that status was ex- 
tinguished. What the Filipino. is 
beginning to understand now is the| 
fact that while he is. progressing! 
{towards reliet trom what he feels 
to be the American yoke, the sum 
he is going to pay for his liberty is 
Inow to be visualized in terms of 
insecurity. 

‘There has been no new factor to 
assist in bringing about the change! 
lof mind. The dangers which are| 
now being realized have always! 
been in existence, the possibility of 
fa Japanese menace has been. just 
jas real in the past as it is said to 
be new and the very real dis 
advantages of indepeadence have 

been as apparent as they, 
fare st this moment. The fact of 
the matter is that the Philippines| 
Jeannet stand alone in this Pecife 
maelstrom of conflicting interests. 
‘They will have to lean upon one 
frreat Power or another. Naturally 
‘hey would prefer to return to the| 
devil of whom they know, than to| 
another of whom they know noth-| 
jing. Consequently "there must 
come with the realization of  the| 
insecurity which Is a concomitant 
Jot independence a desire to patch 
lup a very faulty fabric, and Mr. 
[Howard is probably quite right in 
prophesying that within the next 
ten years efforts will be made to 
make the “present commonwealth 
of the Philippines permanent within 
the colonial structure of the United 
State. A campaign to impress 
‘upon the American public’ the| 
potential wealth of the fslands, and 
the necessity for the extension of| 
free trade, which would not. be 
possible in view of ultimate in- 
ldeperdence, may possibly succeed, 
but the chances are at present def- 
Initely against it, while the likeli- 
hood of the United States ever: 
granting the commonwealth riate- 
‘hood within the Union is so remote| 
as to present no issue for considera~| 
tion, An influential section of Ameri 
can thought regards the possession of 
the Philippines as a very serious| 
jembarrassment. Tt would like to be 
rid of this potential cause of trouble| 
in the future and it is more than a 
little dificult to believe that the 
United States would retrace the 
steps it has ‘already taken and 
reassume a commitment which 
must at all times be the cause of 
‘much uneasiness. 

Tt is inconceivable that Great 
Britain would assent to any reauest 
from the Fillpinos to grant them 
territorial status under the British 
flag. The Philippines have nothing 
to offer which cannot be obtained 
from existing British colonies, and 
\there would be nothing available to) 
compensate Great, Britaln for the 
responsibilities which she would 
have to adopt were any such re~ 
quest granted. On that point it is 
Dossible to take issue with Mr. 
Howard. ‘The time has passed| 
when Britain would welcome so em= 
barrassing an addition to her 
solonial possessions. That such a 
development would strengthen the! 
British position in the Far East 
seems likely, but the commitments

}woutd contemplate with any degree 
Jot equanimity. ‘That the Filipino 
does not wish to pass under Jopan- 
jese domination is perfectly com- 
rehensible, but that possibility pre- 
sents the gravest danger which an 
independent Philippines would have 
to face some ten years hence, or, 
perhaps, even sooner.

It was that speech which started 
the rioting that has continued for 
some weeks in various parts of 
Egyp!. The disorders were instigated 
by the Watd, the party which 
claims to represent over 90 per cent. 
of the Egyptian population, though 
in fact it is not in any sense the 
true spokesman of the uncompre- 
Jhending and largely illiterate peopl 
‘The reason for the agitation was 
that the Constitution of 1923, while 
bad for Egypt as a whole, was un- 
|doubtedly good for the Wafd, which 
in every free election had: secured 
195 per cent. of the votes, and they 
naturally desired that it should 
fagain be put into force. While it 
‘was alleged by Nahas Pasha that the 
Watd had not slightest pro- 
Italian feeling, it ‘been com- 
monly alleged that Italian agitation 
Jcontributed greatly to the state of 
disorder that existed. One of the 
[chief points in their propaganda was 
to the effect that if Egypt would 
turn against Britain, Italy would 
consent to the doing away with’ the 
capitulations. ‘This propaganda was 
denied by Italian officials though 
‘they were unable to conceal: their 
pleasure at the turn affairs were 
taking in Egypt.

‘Tho Naval Conference seems to| 
be developing along the lines which 
the pessimists forecast when its con- 
vention was first mooted, and unless 
there is a very considerable chonge 
of heart, there is the gravest danger 
that {t will prove just as abortive 
as its predecessor.

understanding, but a willingness to 
make concessions, which is not too 
apparent at the’ present moment. 
Great Britain 1s committed to in- 
creasing the Royal Navy by adding 
at least twenty cruisers and building 
up the Battle Flest. The United 
States {s committed to parity with 
Britain, but differs widely from 
her os fo the type of ship needed for 
‘American purposes, Japan is com- 
mitted to parity with the first two, 
but not believed to be financially 
able fo match Britain and America 
in the race. Germany by a separate 
agreement with Britain is to have a 
fleet of not more than 35 per cent, 
of the total of British tonnage. 
France is to follow a large pro- 
granime of new construction to 
ensure superiority over resurgent 
Germany, while Italy is committed 
to a programme of colonial ex- 
pansion, with the alleged aim of 
Inaleng the Mediterranean a Roman

In thelr en- 
deavour to support the League, and 
leads to the uneasy fear that after|

‘that International relationships can- 
‘not be expressed in so easy a man- 
ner, that they cannot be reduced to| 
80 simple a common denominator. 
But that is what the League was|

give more than lip-service to the 
principles which they have un- 
dertaken to uphold. Tt may be that 
‘Mr. Baldwin will be somewhat more 
outspoken during next Thursday's| 
debate, and if he docs he will 
probably merely prove that Sipnor 
Mussolin’s strength lies not in the 
farmaments he has accumulated but 
fn the disunion amongst those mem- 
bers of the League who having im- 
posed some sanctions, are afraid to 
undertake the responsibilities which 
an efficient extension of their scope 
‘would inevitably entail.

No apology is made for again re~ 
ferring to the question of the neces- 
sity for the reform of the Chinese 
law governing the relationship be- 
tween landlord and tenant and that.

regulated. Reference to the matter, 
therefore, is not a piece of special 
pleading for 2 particular class, but 
for the whole population of Shang- 
hal for whom it Is imperative that 
the security afforded financial 
operations by the tenure and pledg- 
ing of landed property shall be 
subjected to no limitation which 
render such transactions less stable 
than they have been in the past. 
Since reference was frst made to 
the matter in the columns of this 
journal, those more closely in- 
terested In the question have by no 
means been idle, and at the prerent 
time arrangements are being made 
‘whereby it will be possible to make 
collective representations to the au- 
thorities responsible. From the point 
‘of view of those more intimately 
connected with the business of 
financing by means of mortgages the 
real issue can be expressed in the 
simplest possible terms. What Is 
‘wanted is that there shall be no 
undue intervention between the 
mortgagee and the mortgagor, that 
the security and the liquidity of 
such investments shall be preserved 
in their entire integrity. That this 
1s imperative has only to be enun- 
lated to be fully appreciated. 

‘In actual fact a mortgage deed re- 
‘Presents a contract in which the 
Parties thereto provide adequate 
remedies outside the jurisdiction of 
the Court, with comparatively few 
Jexceptions. ‘The mortgagor agrees 
that should he fail to pay interest 
or principal as one or the cther 
falls due the mortgagee shall nave 
certain rights, Le. power of zale, 
Power to enter into possession of the 
property pledged and collectien of 
rents. etc, Such a provision aliows 
for the speedy exercise of the 
‘mortagee’s rights and redounds, 
because of that fact, to that fullness 
Jof security without which it is im- 
possible to carry on such business. 
‘The provisions of the Chinese law 
on the subject permit of the in 
terposition of the Courts between 
the parties, and the consequent un- 
fortunate delays in the exercise of 
rights which form part of the 
original contract of mortgage, with 
the result that a serious diminstion 
Jn the value of the security follows 
‘which makes the financier unwilling 
to continue a form of business of 
‘such great importance to a port lke 
/Shanghal. It is inevitable that any 
system which presents obstecles 
Preventing the speedy exercise of 
contractual rights serves to dectroy 
that confidence without which it Is 
impossible to engage in financial 
transactions, especially of such a 
nature as those now under con~ 
sideration, and in this connection it 
eminently desirable that machin- 
lery should be set up to provid 
for expeditions procedure enabling a 
mortgagee to take over the collec- 
tion of rents, or enter into posses 
sion of the mortgaged property im- 























mediately interest becomes overdue 
for a specified time.

the has worked, there is a growing 
opinion that his proposals do not 
strike at the root of the trouble nor 
‘tend towards effecting those reforms 
Jwhich it is emphasized are not 
lonly necessary but Imperatively so. 
|The major criticism to be levelled 
against his proposals is that they do 
Inot provide expeditious machinery 
tor the exercise of the mortgagee’ 
contractual rights, and affords all 
manner of opportunities for a de- 
faulting mortgagor. should he desire 
+0 use them, to obiain such urwar- 
ranted delays in the ultimate ful- 
filment of his obligations that they 
go an exceedingly long way to- 
‘wards nullifying all the principles 
involved in such transactions. His, 
proposal concerning registration, if 
adopted, and it is to be hoped that 
it will not, would have the effect of 
making what should be a purely 
private business transaction, a mat~ 
er of undesirable public’ know- 
edge. For that reason it is believed 
that the suggested amendments of 
the Iaw will not bring about the 
change towards greater slmpllc!ty of 
procedure which is the burden of 
this present agitation for reform. 
‘At the same time it is believed that 
the readiness with which the 
[Chinese authorities have taken up 
the study of the matter justiftes the 
enticipation that, when fuller con-

{interests of all concerned,—and all

‘LOOK SEE” RACKET 


While there will be plenty of sym- 
pathy felt for the insurance companies 
fn Shanghai who are being forced to 
pay between $8,000 and $10,000 an- 
‘ually in compensation | for’ damage 
done by the "look see” racketeers 
whose ‘activities are exposed in to- 
day's Issue of this journal, it must 
'be sdmitted that the police have by 
‘no means an easy task. A constable 
patrolling in the neighbourhood of 
may suspect several 
he sees with apparently. 
nothing to do, of being members of 
the racket. But unless he can catch 
them in the act of damaging a car or 
{threatening to do damage unless they 
are paid, he is helpless. He can only 
farrest and charge the suspects with 
foitering, for which the penalty im- 
posed by the Chinese courts is almost 
negligible. ‘The racketeers are not 
fat all alarmed at being charged with 
joitering, and the police have no 
alternative charge unless they can 
atch the men red handed. Many 
owners also prefer to pay the small 
fee demanded by the  racketeers to 
reporting them to the police. In the 
first place they have a guarantee that 
their cars will not be molested, and 
in the eecond place they are saved the 
‘trouble of appearing in the Chinese 
court the next day as complainants in 
‘what must be admitted to be a very 
JSoubttut action. ‘The racketeer docs 
not threaten damage if he is not paid: 
fhe just does it next time, It is no 
fence for aman to ask for a 
sumshaw” for looking after a parked 
vehicle, and the owner, If he com- 
plains to the police, has the burden of 
proof of the suspected offence laid 
pon him, In these circumstances, 
the only methods of checking the 
racket seem t9 be closer co-operation 
Between the motor car owners and 
ithe police and sterner sentences ot!

"ROOPS calling themselves the army of the “Eastern Hopei

their commanders, Chao Lei and Li Hai-tien, conferred with 


Japanese military officers.

The 29th Army, General Shang's troops, has already received 


orders to evacuate. 

‘Two of the soldiers of the so-called

Fire Hose Cut 

A. United Press correspondent 
watched a cordon of police, mobilized 
at a strategic gate, tum a fre hose 
upon the parading’ students, Leaders:

hose, swarming through the police 
feordon as the water was cut olf, 

‘Thereafter a squad of thirty police-| 
mea, all bearing big swords, charged 
Jwithout warning into the student 
franks, beating all persons in reach

Students then began to stone the|

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PHILIPPINES INDEPENDENCE OUT OF FAVOUR 


Complete Freedom by 1946 Now Appears Unlikely : 
Japan’s Army Casts Dark Shadow Over Islands 


Washinston, Dee, 10. 

Complete independence for the 
Philippine Islands, at the termination | 
of the Commonwealth in 1946, now 
‘appears unlikely, larsely as a ‘result 
of the attitude of the Filipino peopte| 
themselves, in the opinion of Mr. 
Roy W. Howard, chairman of the 
‘board of the Scripps-Howard News-| 
Papers and the United Press Associa-| 
tions. 

Ina signed article from Manil 
published in full to-day by ali| 
Scripps-Howard newspapers and in 
part by other newspapers throughout 
the country, Mr. Howard declared 
that “the Filipino dreara of independ- 
ence is fading fast. For 35 years the 
major issue of Islands politicians, it 
fg gasping its last breath within one 
month of the launching of the Com- 
monwonlth Govern +nt." 

‘After cpending several weeks in 
‘Manila. before, during and after the| 
inauguration of the Commonwealth, 
Mr. Howard , declared, "There | 
plenty of evidence that the Philippine 
Republic contemplated by the inde- 
pendence ‘and demanded by| 
political leaders from Gen. Emilio’ 
Aguinaldo to Senor Manuel L, Quezoa 
‘will never materialize. 

















Jopanese Menace 
Referring in unmistakeable terms 
to the influence of Japan, the news- 
aper and press association executive | 
asserted, “Japan's army, stretching 
‘out ever more menacingly and ap-| 
parently intent on embracing the 
entire Orient, is to-day casting a dark. 
‘shadow across the Philippines.” 

‘As a result, he declared, “A political 
metamorphosis Is resulting. Security

‘Virtually Unanimous Admission 

“As far as mass opinion is, con-

Te 
the! mosses, independence has long 
been advanced ag a cure-all for 

ills, Tt seems practically 
fed, and consequently the faith 
In the present leadership is high. 
A fairly numerous well-educated 
irects mass thinking and conducts 
the nation’s. business. Among them 
there is no misunderstanding. From 
all except the politicians there is 2 
Virtually unanimous edmission that 
political independence in thie part of 
the world ‘is impossible — without 
economic fadependence and adequate| 
national defence. 
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Mr. Quezon’s Comments 


Manila, Dec. 11. 

President Manuel L. Quezon, in 
‘a written statement referring to 
Mr, Roy W. Howard's dispatch 
predicting a Filipino appeal. for 
U.S. territorial status, pointed out 
that he had taken an oath to 
uphold the Constitution of the 
Philippines Commonwealth, which 
provides for independence in 1948. 

“In any event,” sald President

TUBERCULOSIS GERMS 
IN CHEAP BOOKS 


‘Chungking Authorities to 
Burn the Lot 


Front A Comesononst 


Chungking, Nov. 30. 
News of a startling nature is cur- 
rent In this city. For some time 
past, a large number of cheap books, 
mostly reprints of old Chinese litera- 
ture, have been on sale here, and have 
found an exceptionally good market 
due to the low price asked for them. 
According to an examination of 
several copies by a Pelping doctor, 
however, they contain tuberculosis 
germs in their leaves, and according 
ly are being collected by the various 
[schools for destruction by fire. 

Further measures are being adopted 
im connection with the drive against 
Jopium. ‘The latest rule, which has 
now gone into effect, is that each 
[family ts required to furnish the head- 
man of the street with a bond 
fusranteeing that none of its mem- 
bers smokes opium or is an unregi 
tered smoker. A similar bond is fur- 
ished by the headmen to the police 
substation, concerned, which is in 
‘turn responsible to the head office. 

On the other hand, the opium 
market here is on the up grade, as 
large quantities are being shipped to 
meet the demand in ports down river, 
where the Yunnan and Szechuen 
opium stocks have been exhausted. 
‘Meanwhile, in the name of the Chair- 
‘man of the National Anti-Opium As- 
sociation, Gen, Chang Kai-shek his 
‘wired all members to be present ia 
Chungking at the Association's frst 
regular meeting on December 20. 

More than 400,000 catties of hemp 
are new being produced in the Sui- 
yung district of South Szechuen, 
Where, about five years ago, an agri- 
culturist discovered that the soll was 
particularly sulted for the growing 
of the grass. A year's trial proved 
to farmers that they could grow 
this more successfully and profitably. 
than anything else, and the st of 
hemp-growers {9 rapdily increasing, 
Used in the manufacture of linen, it 
is chiefly said in Jungchang and Lung- 
chang.

REDS RAMPANT IN WEST HUNAN 


Missionaries in Precarious Position : 


Measures 


Against Opium Smokers 


From Ovn Own Commsrowoere 


Changsha. Hunan, Dec. 3. 

Last weeks the Communists of north 
western Hunan arain made a succest- 
Tul sally from thelr mountainous re- 
treats, and captured successively the 
towns of Supu, Tungul, Anhwa, Sing 
hava, Slwangshan and Lantien. They 
feut the motor road between Chang: 
teh and Shenchow and now are threa~ 
tenina that elly and Baoking, in the 
‘westChangteh and Changsha are In no| 
Immediate danger, although general 
‘orders for the preparation of all 
women and children to evacuate, were 
iven last Saturday, November, 30. 
Because of rumours to the effect that 
the Reds already were near Lyank. 
half-way between” Changsha and 
Chaneteh. 

Tn Changsha there are now about 
forly refugees, who have fled from 
thelr mission siations ia the dangerous 
fteas, and the situation is much as 
Ht was at this time last year. A 
troup of twenty missionaries, cut 
from retreat to Changsha. are thought 
to be taking refuge in Chibkiang. on 
the Kwelchow border. No word har 
‘been received from ‘them, for all 
communiestione have been severed. 
Closer. in Shenchow Itself. there are 
‘severai missionaries who have not 
been heard from. snd whose pesition 
fg rather precarious at the moment. 

‘The main body of the Communists 
hhag been estimated at 16.000 men, and 
this prerent activity seems to be tak 
{ne the line of @ general movement 
‘out of Hunan. ‘Whether {t Is as 
felreat to. Kwelchow. 9 return to 
‘Kisnssl, or. as an attempt to. Join 
with the Communists in Szechuen. 
hhas not yet become apparent. 

Government Has 100,000 Men 

‘The Government is known to have 
more than. 100,000 troops in these 
‘western parts of Hunan. and more: 
fare being transferred there. Some 
Weeks ago official reports were cir- 
culated that the Reds completely: 
‘had been surrounded, and that the 
Government, troops were ready te 
make 2 decisive victory.. How’ the| 
Reds could. escape from this net is 
not easily understandable. 

‘Local Chinese say that the Reds are 
aieatly feared by the Chinese troops. 
‘Others suggest that some arrangement 
‘has been made whereby the Reds| 

ye been given a free passage out 
‘the province. 
"The district near and round Anhwe 
Singhwa, Sikwangshan ig rich with 
silver and pewter mines. As the 
Inbourers In’ these mines refuse to 
accept paper currency, the govern- 
ment has to keep large supplies of 
silver dollars on hand to meet thelr 
payrolls.

BRAVE PRIEST LEADS 
AGAINST REDS 


Loses Life Fighting for 
His Flock 


Peiping, Dec. 8. 
News has just reached Peiping of 
the death in Shensi of Father Paul 
Hou at the hands of Communists, 
states the Agentia Lumen, Father 
Hou met his death while defending 
his Christians ‘against a Red attack. 
He_was killed by a hand-grenade. 

The village of Tungtsuen held out 
‘against repeated attacks by Reds and 
‘Ghally they gathered extra forces {or 
a sixth attack on the village, Father 
Hou threw in his lot with his flock 
‘and, at thelr request, directed the de= 
fence of the village, He was fring 
al the Reds from the top of the village 
wall’ when a hand-grenade exploded 

‘Ten Catholic missionaries who have 
been besieged in Yenan, Shensi, for 
five months by ‘Communists possibly 
may be rescued by alr. The mis 
slonaries are nine Spanish Francis 
cans under Bishop” Ybanez. The 
Chinese military authorities, — states 
the Agentia Lumen, have suggested 
getting them out by aeroplane and 
fn experiment is to be tried” soon, 
five of the besieged having sent out 
word that they are willing to take 
the ‘isk, 

‘A letter brought out from the mis- 
sionaries secretly states. that condi- 
tions in Yenan are critical, Fuel. Is

strong in the Yenan area. A body 
fof 8.000 troops was found insumelent 
to penetrate their lines, suffering 


heavy defeat. It has, therefore, been 
decided “to try and’ bring out the

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WOLVES ATTACK: HARBIN FOREIGNER 


One Chinese Dead, Several Injure 
German Mission’s Work 
From Our Oww Consesronsext 


Harbin, Dec. 3. 

‘The intense cold and severe winter 
fa starving wolves near here and 
several packs have been seen in the 
immediate neighbourhood. This mora- 
ing a party arrived, bringing in the 
body. of a Chinese, who was attacked 
by the wild beasts, while driving a 
cart. Several others were injured as 
well, the animals being driven off by 
pistol shots. ‘The tragedy occurred 
‘Only eight miles from Harbin on the 
Danks of the Sungari River. 

"A Russian chauffeur named Gon- 
charoff, who was driving a car with 
‘supplies for a Japanese firm down the 
river, on descending the bank of the 
river’ at the spot where the road be- 
gins to run along the lee, saw a pack 
of wolves atlacking a caravan of 
carts loaded with beans for the Har- 
bin ‘market. The peasant carts, each 
drawn by seven or eight horses and 
‘mules and accompanied by a number 
ef foals, were being driven by Man- 
ehoukusan drivers" none of” whom 
‘dreamed of seeing wolves on the roa". 

‘The wolves evidently were extreme- 
ly hungry and dashed at the young 








foals, as well as at the drivers and 
thelr teams, ‘springing ‘atthe neck 
whenever they got the chance. ‘The 


foals almost instantly were killed, and 
‘driver had his throat s0 badly 
erated by a wolf that he died on 
‘The Russian chauffeur tried 

but a wolf rushed at his 
throat and it was only thanks to his 
having a. revolver—to protect him 
from ‘robbers— that he managed to 
escape with his life, as he fired and 
severely wounded the Aerce animal. 

‘The shot frightened the wolves who 
hastily dragged off the dead foals to 
‘the side of the river and "there 
devoured them. Fearing further 
tacks, the drivers pleked up the deat 
body of thelr companion and hurried 
off to Harbin with thore horses ant 
mules which had not been injure. 
‘The men who were worst injured 

‘brought to Harbin by motor ear, 
the news of the wolf atiack causing 
@ great sensation in the town. 

It Is feared that these wolves fori 
part of @ larger pack which have 
¢rossed the Amur ‘from Siberia into 
‘Manchoukuo and are prowling about 
Joking for vietims to. satisfy thelr: 
hunger. Tt is Just possible that these 
‘wolves may find thelr way to the cut- 
skirts of Harbin and” therefore, a 
close watch is being kept for them.

GERMAN MISSION IN 
MANCHOUKUO 


Hope to Establish Reciprocal 
‘Trade Relations 
Prose Ovn Own Commsroxpert 


Hsinking, Dee. 1. 

The visit of the newly’ appointed 
German Consul in Mukden, Br. G. F. 
Rosen, to the Capital, has attracted 
very wide attention and his visits to 
the Headquarters of the Kwaatung 
Army and the Foreign Department of 
the Manchokuo Government are des- 
eribed as courtesy visits. 

‘The German Econdmic Mission is 
ue here to-morrow and will stay for 
three days, during which they will 
visit many of the Government offices 
‘and will probably have the honour 
‘of an audience with the Emperor. 
They should be able to see for them- 
selves that the State is an inde 
pendent one, having a complete gov- 
ernment apparatus, equal to that of 
any other country, and run on the 
‘most approved modern methods, the 
whole of the work being for the 
‘benefit of the people and develop- 
ment of the country. 


Proposal to Bulld Elevators 

‘The German Economie Mission 
tentatively is planning to establish 
‘bean elevators in various parts of tre 
country where the largest quantily of 
Deans are raised, these to be built 
with German and Manchouko eapital, 
the special object being 10 
‘open up direct transactions be~ 
tween the Reich and Man- 
choukuo. The idea Is that Germany 
Should supply machinery and rowing 
stock in ceturn for beans, the businese 
to be conducted through the Deu:sch- 
Aslatisehe Company in Harbin, which 





many consumes approximately 1,000- 
}000 "tons of soya beans annually, 
these are bought through London and 
the Reich has no direct transactions 
with Manchoukuo. This fact places 
JGermany in an extremely dis- 
Jadventageous position, and in order 
{to ameliorate conditions the Mission 
will suggest that direct reciprocal 
trade should be established between 
the two cocatries. As the Manchou- 
Kuo authorities consider the sale 0” 
German machinery would have an 
important bearing upon the Japan- 
Manchoukuo bloc, the forthcoming 
Inegotiations willbe watched with 
‘reat interest, 


Manchull Conference 

‘The Manchoukuo delegate to thy 
cot between Manchull and 
Mongolia, Mr. Kanki, reached Hsin- 
king several days ago and at once 
went to the Foreign Onice where he 
made a detailed account of the rup- 
ture of the negotiations. Discussions 
fare being conducted amongst the 
hheods of the department regarding ths 
course to be adopted with Ouce 
Mongolia in the future, but there are 
no signs of any proposal to re-open 
egotations for the present. 

More Frontier Troubles 

A. very strong protest has been 
lodged by the Heiho branch of th? 
Harkin Navigation Bureau with the 
Soviet Consul at Heiho against a nev 
ease of thovting which occurred on 
November 25 on the Amur, opposiie 
Heiho, According to report, the 
Soviet suthcrities, through the Man 
jchoukuo Foreign’ Affairs Office at 
Heiho, some time ago requested the 
/Helho branch of the Harbin Naviga- 
ton Bureau to remove their flags put 
up on the ice between Heiho and 
Blagovestchensk to mark the inter- 
national navigation boundary, on the 
‘grounds that these flags easily might 
be mistaken for Manchoukuo national 
flags. The Heiho navigation office 
Jdecided to comply with the request 
Jand on November 25 sent two men 
to remove the flags. While they were 
Jdoing s0, Soviet frontier guards fred 
Jat them’ without any warning. Al- 
‘though four shots were fired, they ce- 
turned uninjured with the fags, and 
Jeeported the incident. On” the 
Navigation Bureau officials making a

that there must be some mistake, as 
Jon that day target practice was being 
held.

Silver Holders’ Demand for Notes Exceeds Supply: 
ij Searchers to Stop Smuggling

Canton, Dec. 5. 

‘The Government is worried be-| 
cause It suspects that foreigners have 
been paying exorbitant prices for 
silver, and getting Chinese to deliver’ 
it to them within the native city. So 
Tong as the transfer of possession of 
subsidiary coins takes place in Can- 
ton, it is not an offence, but, since 
foreigners cannot be interferred with| 
in moving silver, the Government, 
has moved to stop the transfer of 
coins to foreign subjects. 

"When Chinese are detected carry- 
ing bundles -into the city, and it is 
suspected the bundles contain money 
which is being turned over to aliens, 
they are to be arrested immediately 
they ‘come from. their rendezvous 
with the recipients, Such cases will 
be treated as offences against the 
security of the state, and the minimun 
punishment is to be fifteen years 
Imprisonment, If the maximum, 
punishment be given. the culprit may| 
be executed.”

Peiping, Dee. 19. 
‘Though little has been heard 
recently of the Yellow River flood 
situation it is still avast problem 
for .the Shantung authorities, and 
ood water is still pouring’ at a 
fterrifle rate through the breaches 
made in the dykes some months ago, 
Mr. 0. J. Todd, who has just 
returned’ from a tour of -inspection 
Jot the flooded area, reports that last 
jweek at Linpacchi' he found the 
Fiver high for the time of the yeur 
fand discharging at the rate of 70,006 
cubic feet a second through a break 
{in the south dyke, this water flowing 
through a new channel which, when 
it passes the dyke, is well over 200 
eet wide. 


Engineers at work in that region 
told him that thelr measurements 
[showed that whereas two months 
fago 20 per cent. of the flow was 
‘long. the old channel of the river 
iy has now decreased to only one 
per cent, a fact which makes the 
Situation more critical than previous~ 
ly reported. 
Efforts to Curb River

In Liaoyang 
Road, near the school where both 
jare ‘pupils. the rickshaw was halted 
by two Chinese, one of whom had a 
pistol in his hand. ‘The men

jing to the Lee Lee Garage. 

‘As the crime has been reconstruct 
led. the kidnappers forced the chaut- 
fleur to take them to Chapel by Ward 
Road.

[shall not presume to be responsible 
for all of this development—it is 
jsufficlent only to say that T have been 
fu party to this development, Taken 
from any standpoint the American 
community has advanced, ‘The ume 
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ber of Americans here is greater, 


Amerlean investments have increased, 
American pubife institutions, and 
American organizaticns of every kind| 
have progressed materially, during| 
theso ‘years. From every’ engle| 
American prestige and welfare ha 



















ably become greater. Among. these 
‘advancements one must include the 
Amerlean School which is such a 
credit to the community, the Amer- 
Jean Club which was "constructed 
during this period and which because 
of its modern equipment has become 
the centre of American social activi- 
Wes in the Far East. ‘The Columbia 
Country Club would be a credit to 
‘any ‘community and is a common 
meeting place for members of the 
local American community; the Com- 
munity Church wes built in this 
period; the Navy “Y" furnishes 
homes for the Navy personnel, the 
Foreign “Y," while it is not eniirely 
furnishes homes for 
rieans ag well as foreigners. The 
Masonic Terinle was constructed also| 
‘during this period. AN of these are 
eloquent testimony of the sturdy 
growth of American institutions in 
Shangha! 

‘Support For Schoot 
Outstandi:g smong the public ine 
tutions of the American community 

‘the American School, referred to 

+ before. In 1919 it was’ regarded as. 
a school almost exclusively for the 
children of missionaries. It has since 
become the school of the American 
community generally, irrespective of 
the vocations of the parents of the 
children. 

‘Another responsibility which the 
community hag assumed Is Civilian 
Rellef, The American Chamber of 
Commerce was largely responsible for 
this rellef, but the community sup- 
ported it in a most gralifying manner 
indeed, The United States beach- 
comber has largely disappeared 
‘cause of the practical and intelligent 
manner in which the Civilian Relief 
Fund ig being administered. 

Another outstanding accomplish 
‘ment during this period is that the 
spirit of unity and promotion of the 
Committee of ‘Thirty has become also 
the spirit of the American commun- 
fty.. ‘There Js no longer a schism in 
the American community and those 
who were responsible for the forma 
Mion of this committee contributed 

ye wisely than even they anticip- 

ted to the unity of this Americ 
community and enabled us to present 
‘a common front on every public 
question. Tam proud of the fact that 
Thad the honour of representing the 
‘American Government og  Consul- 
General at the time this committee 
was formed. Its 
Jaudable as they have been, are but 
the precursors of still greater achleve- 
ments in furtherance of American 
Interests, 
New Consular Building 

Another accomplishment of which 
T feel justly proud ard to which with 
‘all modesty T may say Ihave con- 
tributed somewhat is the appropria- 
tion that has-been made to erect a 
new Government building in Shang- 
hal, ‘This 1s most gratifying. 1 am 
pleased beyond words that before my 
retirement the new — Government 
building is assured. It denotes a 
continuance of the interest of the 
United States Government in China. 

‘There are many things yet to, be 
done {to maintain the commercial 
advantages already gained by Amer 
teans, Among these are the mainten- 
‘nee of able snd adequate Govern- 
ment agencies and the establishment 
‘of steamship lines on the Yangtze and 
along the coast to carry merchandise 
from the American producer to the 
Chinese consumer. ‘There is no place 
in the world having richer potentiali- 
les than the Yangtze Valley and we 
Americans must do our part toward

Economies Carried Out to 


‘Treasurer Reports 


‘The Shanghal Munjeipal Couneit 
last Wednesday afternoon approved 
‘the minutes of a Finance Committes 
meeting at which were considered 
the departmental accounts for the 
nine months ended September 30 
whlch the Treasurer and Controller 
surveyed in a verbal statement in the 
course of which he outlined the 
Couneit’s Ananciat position. 

In a report submitted to the Fin 
ance Committee, the Treasurer ai 
Controller stated that in forwarding. 
the departmental accounts it was ne- 
essary for him to point out, in regard 
to the summarized results, that the 
surplus on the ordinary budget as on 
September 30 last was shown at. 
$1,923,593, as against an estimated 
Surplus of $95,810 for the full year. 
‘This result did not reflect the position 
whieh would be disclosed at the end 
of the current financial year, inas- 
‘much as the income side of the state- 
‘ment included the full year's revenue 
from land tax. On the other hand. 
It was to be observed that the amount 
‘shown under the heading of “revenue 
from public and municipal undertak- 
Ings” did not include the third quar- 
{er's Income from this source in 
Fespect of royalties, ele, computed 
halt-yearly. ‘The total ordinary in 
ome trom general municipal rate 
‘and special rate for the period under 
review was approximately $563,000 
below the proportion estimated ‘for 
the nine months. This shortage had| 
been influenced by reduction in new| 
bulldings as compared with previous 
years; reduction in rentals; and an 
Ineretse in unoccupied premises. 

‘A further shortage had arisen under| 
wharfage dues and licence fees, 

‘The Treasurer and Controller re- 
marked that It was satisfactory, how- 
ever, to note that the foregoing de- 
Aciencles were more than offset by 
the aggregate reductions in depart- 
‘mental expenditure, 

In response to request by the 
Chairman verbally to amplify his 
Feport, the Treasurer and Controller 
stated that the financial statement for 
the nine months ended Sepember 30, 
1985, recently furnished to them had 
deen complied for the purpase of 
advising departments and relative 
committees of ascertained expenditure 
for the nine months, thereby provid 
ing a furthr check on expenditure 
during the remainder of the financial 
yeur, and also to form a basis on, 
Which to prognosticate the resulls of 
‘the full year’s operations, 




















‘As regarded Municipal revenue. 
this had been very seriously affected

‘The New Land Laws 

"I presume most of you have read 
the proposed ‘reforms of the mort 
gage laws drafted by the Bureau of 
Land, which have been submitted to 
the ‘City Government and trans- 
mitted to the National Government. 
‘The Provisional Regulations, may 
hhere recapitulate, provide in essence 
that all land in the City of Shange 
hhal, after being registered with the 
‘Lond Bureau and officially surveyed 
‘and certified in respect of its right 
‘of ownership as evidenced by a land 
certificate of a title deed of perpetual 
lease, shall be eligible for mortgage, 
that the mortgage upon the payment 
of his loan being defaulted at its 
maturity shall have the right te soll 
directly the mortgaged property by 
‘tuction; that any dispute regarding 
the sale or the mortgage, on produc- 
tion, of new evidence affecting the 
Tegal {ite of the mortgagor, shall be| 
referred to the Land Tribunal under 
the Land Laws, and before the estab- 
Ushment of the tribunal, to the court: 
‘and. that, in case of necessity, the 
‘mortgagee shall provide a guarantee 
‘as a condition for the sale of the 
‘mortgaged property. 

Defect In Legal Machinery 

“It ig scarcely necessary to review 
the defects of the present legal 
aspect of the Jand~business and the 
Judiciary procedure regarding the 
foreclosure of mortgages. Our land 
Yeforms aim at the rationalization of 
the existing land system. While 
eeabling th marisagne to expedite 

‘exercise of his right of m " 
they’ purport to protect” both the 
interests of the mertgagor and the 
‘mortgagee. 

"With our proposed scheme, there 
will be a more complete and uniform 
system of recording title deeds, land, 
certificates and beneficial owners of 
land. Under the Consular title deed 
system, no oficial records exist in 
the Consulate or the Land Bureau 
Whenever land title changes hands: 
between the beneficial owners; while 
the private records kept by the re 
istered owners are, in many cases, 
Inadequate and in lack of uniformity. 
‘The registration of mortgages with 
the Land Bureau, however, enables 
the public to keep a close’ track of 
the true lawful land owners. Abuses 
arising from acts of _unserupulous| 
Persons in securing loans on mort-| 
gages with title deeds obtained through 
[fraudulent or fllegal means, will be 
eliminated. Owners who lose their 
land certificates or title deeds, as 
often happens, will not be left’ un- 
protected, and lenders of money on 
mortgages will feel assured that they 
Jare dealing with legal title owners. 

“Where a loan is made on a duly 
registered mortgage, therefore, in 
view of the careful ‘scrutiny of the 
Fights of ownership, the legality of 
Atle of the mortgagor is indisputable. 
Any default in the payment of 
loan will automatically entitle the 
mortgagee to a sale of the mortgaged 
Broperty through admihistative sanc- 
































Avoiding Litigation 
“By our registration methods, the|

putes relating to the sale or the 
|mortgage, in case mew legal evidence

“The ideal land system is the Tor- 
jrens System. It was named after 
[Sir Robert Torrens, who first intro- 
duced the system of land title reg- 
Istration in Australla, Tt was adopt- 
Jed in the United States and else- 
Jwhere. The distinguishing features 
Jot the system are that the government | 
guarantees the utle deeds, and that| 
Jall transfers of titles, mortgages, 
leases and liens must appear in the 
{title deeds. As one writer has put 
it: “Tt undoubtedly seems to be de- 
sirable to have a system of regis- 
tration which accurately determines! 
the ownership of a piece of land and 
all liens and claims upon it, records 
Jor registers these facts and issues 9 
certificate of registration tothe 
Jowner, the title registered being 
Jabsolutely conclusive and indeteasible 
and the results being obtained 
[speedily and cheoply.” 

"It is possible to adopt the essential 
features of this system in the land 
certifleate, and also in the Consular 
litle deed when there is but a reg- 
istered owner and no beneficial 
Jowner. By looking -at such a deed, 
one can trace the whole history of! 
transfers recorded in it. In short, the 
Jsystem contains many commendable 
Jooints that may serve as a guidance 
jin our reform of the land system. 


Uniformity in Surveying 

“In taking over the legacy—the 
Land Bureau—trom my predecessor, 
T will spare no efforts in instituting. 
reforms wherever needed. Amongst 
them, for example, will be the 
attempt to secure the adoption of| 
uniform surveying practices in the| 
three municipalities. Hitherto, maps 
Jond plang prepared by each’ muni- 
leipality often do not agree with those 
jof the other. Every effort will be 
Jmade in the future to seek the co- 
‘operation of the other two muni- 
Jcipalities to effect the much needed 
reforms. 


“In studying this whole issue of! 
ithe land business, one cannot help 
touching the question of the relation- 
Iship between landiord and. tenant. 
The question is of particular interest 
Jand importance in these days of 
general agitation for rent reduction 
‘Among the tenants. Although the 
problem is not within the domain of 
the Land Bureau but belongs instead 
to the Bureau of Social Affairs, 1 
jwould like to point out, in my capa 
Jcity as Commissioner of Finance, in 
so far as the relationship of landiord 
Jand tenant affects indirectly the re- 
[venue of the City Government as well 
Jas that of the two Settlements, that 
Janother complicated situation’ now

Rent Collecting 

“There is also the further question| 
Jot the diMeulties in collecting rent 
the recent decision of the Courts con- 
cerned ordering reduction in rent, 
without taking into consideration the 
fact that the tenants were being sued 
Hor cutstanding rents, still further 
destroy confidence. I have for a long] 
time been of the opinion that rents 
will have to be reduced, but this 
{s a matter for individual tand-own- 
ers, and is surely one that must be 
studied carefully with each property, 
fas in many cases landowners who 
have long been in. possession of pro- 
perty, have not raised rents or taken 
any advantage of the boom period of 
1991/82, they are in a different cate- 
ory t0 those who have bought ex- 
[pensive properties and consequently 
have charged high rents to try and 
get some return. Ifa tenant is be- 
hind hand with his rent, he Js re- 
sponsible for what he owes, and, be- 
cause he is sued, it is not right to 
say rents must be reduced, for the| 
‘tenant always has the right of gol 
elsewher 

“This, of course, is somewhat beside| 
the point, but, knowing your sound 
views, I ‘feel ‘certain that you will 
appreciate that confidence in financ- 
ing real estate cannot be restored

[possession of the land on which you 
hhave advanced, when interest is not| 
aid. 

Plenty of Reform Wanted 

From my experience of the old 
regime, I fear you will find a great 

il of spade work to be done in 
the four points outlined in your 
policy of land administration, there 
was unwarranted delay in many cases 
of the issue of title deods 
transfers, and devious ways 
undertaken to expedite the issue of 
title deeds, ways which I know are 
utterly repugnant to you, and I feel 
sure that you will restore the good 
name of the Land Bureau, might I 
suggest that every application for title

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Xmas Habits 
Change 
Mail Shows Big Decrease 


This Year 


Chiistmas habits of Shanghai resi- 
dents are undergoing a drastic chango 
this year as a result of local condi- 
tions. 

‘Although s considerable quantity 
fof letters and parcels has been 
handled by tho Chinese Post Omee 
‘and despatched to Europe, the 
United States and other parts of the 
world representing gifts of residents 
to families and friends abroad, a 
considerable reduction on last year's 
figures is reported, During the 
Christmas’ mail rush’ this year only 
‘about 200 parcels a day have keen 
hhandled at’ the local Post Omice as 
compared with nearly 400 dalty in 
November last year. Ordinary 
Christmas letters also show a deerei 
in comparison with last year, 

‘One reason advanced for tho de- 
cline in parcels is that some people 
have sent money home to purchase 
presents, thereby avolding customs 
formalities for in eases of small 
‘gifts postage and customs dues actual- 
ly exceed the cost. of the present, 
Local conditions, however, are largely 
responsible for’ tho decrease which 
applies also to Christmas eards and. 
other ‘mail despatched at this. time 
of the year, Normally, the quantity 
of mail handled at Christmas is gen- 
erally about 30 per cent, higher than 
Jat any other period of ihe year, ac+ 
‘cording to the local postal authorities. 

‘The popularity of sending greetings 
by cable and telegraph—a custom 
Introduced in Shanghai some years 
agomis increasing and ,also has its 
effect on the exchange éf cordialitles

Insurance companies are being bled 
thousands of dollars annually by the 
‘well-organized “look see” racket of 
Shanghal. Motorists who refuse to 
pay the charges of the racketeers 
have had thelr tyres slashed or their 
eouchwork badly scratched, thelr 
dashboard appliances either stolen or 
‘mashed, or thelr lamps put out of 
commission. 

Owners, chauffeurs, and even rick- 
shaw coolles aro alike vietims of 
the racket, If the owner-driver does 
not pay, his ear is damaged in his 
‘absence; ' If the chauffeur does not 
pay, the car is damaged while ‘he 
Sloops in It or ts chatting with his 
friends a few fect away, and he is 
in trouble with his master for 
negligence; while for the rickshaw 
coolle a separate organization has 
been formed, that milks him of one 
copper every time during the day 
that he crosses over one of the Soo- 
chow Creek bridges, and two coppers 
every time he crosses at night. 




















Definite Organization 
From being a casual method of 
turning over a dishonest copper, the.

‘Owners Classified 
According to. the “North-China 
Merald” investigation, motor ear 


owners are classified as good payers, 
bad payers, and “stingy.” This is 
easy ‘for the. racketeers when’ an 
owner Is in the habit of parking his 
car In one spot every day or Jeav- 
ing it outside his house at night. 
One insurance company has had to 
pay out five successive claims from 
fone motor owner who habitually’ 
uses the parking space at Lafayette 
Gardens and who has been classified 
as "stingy" by the racketeers because 
he has consistently refused to con- 
Torm to their demands for payment, 

"The company sent -out a special 
investigator who made contact. with 
the local No. 1" of the racketeer 
‘The No. 1 was quite open about 
Why, he asked, was the owner 
“stingy”? 

‘The 
particular claim being investigated 
was for a dashboard clock stolen from 
the car, Yes, the No.1 knew oll 
about the clock. Tk wag worth $80; 
for $20 the No. 1 would “give the 
insurance \agent the clock and call 
it'a day. He seemed quite impervious 
{o threats of the police. 

Insurance Complaints 

Insurance men complain of police 
inaction in the matter. While it may 
be impossible for the police to put 
special men on duty to cope with 
the racket, why, they ask, do the 
police who are always on duty at 
theatres or on the occasion of speci 
functions not trouble to stop th 
racket when they see it operating 
lunder their noses? Insurance men, 
claim that the racket has now be- 
come so powerful that it will be very 
aificult to stamp out, whereas energe- 
tie action some time ago, before it 
had taken root, would have swept it 
away altogether. 

‘The rickshaw’ racket is _slightly| 
different. In this case the boys and 
men who offer to help to pull rick- 
shaws wver bridges are organized into 
a Rickshaw, Helpers’ Club. It is 
customary for the fare to pay the 
boy who so “helps” a rickshaw, but 
If the fare does not, then the rick- 
shaw coolle must.

WHEN THE FOURTH 
ESTATE STARTED 


“Peking Gazette's” Origin in 
6th Century B.C. 


‘The beginnings of the newspaper in 
China were described by Dr, Roswell 
S. Britton, of New York Univerity, in 
ja. lecture entitled “The Chinese 
Periodical Press,” given at a meeting 
lof the Royal ‘Asiatic Society, on 
Thursday. 

Dr: Britton said that, in the 6th 
Century B.C., political pamphlets were 
being ‘written and distributed; they 
were written on bamboo strips, and 
bung in u public place, From thie 
was evolved the “Peking Gazette, 
and this certainly was in existence 
‘during the Sung Dynasty, wi 
printing by hand had been invented. 
In the 39th Century, the "Gazette 
consisted of three documents, 
first war a bulletin issued from the 
Imperial Court, stating the principal 
functions that ‘had taken place the 
previous day, and containing a fore- 
cast of what the Emperor would do 
on the fellowing day. ‘The second 
section consisted of edicts and decrees 
‘issued by the Throne, and was the 
most distinguished portion of the 
“Gazette.” The third section contained 
reports submitted to the Throne, and 
was the longest portion. The reports 
were sent in by ministers of the Gov- 
ernment, and censors, and con- 
tained wide expressions of opinion, 

Dr. Britton also dealt with the pro- 
duction of provincial  gazettes, con- 
sisting of but one sheet and produced 
at the various pravinelal "capitals 
throughout China,

‘The Shanghai Municipal Council 
last Wednesday evening adopted the 
following recommendation by the 
Rickshaw Special Committee: —

in eases of overcharging, by rickshaw 
‘owners be approved: that the petition 
from owners protesting against. such 
Action be not entertained;

Tanently {o cancel licences in serious 
eases, owners being required, if a 
Iivence lsmerely suspended, to continu 
the usual "payments for the privilege 
of keeping gush licence on the Council's

‘The matter came before the Rick: 
shaw Special” Committee in the 


monthly report presented by the 
Rickshaw Board and dated December 
2, In this report the Board stated that 
the month of November had seen 9 
vigorous campaign against overcharg- 
Ing of rickshaw rentals to public 
rickshaw pullers. As a result of the 
new currency regulations, which came| 
Into force on November’ 4 and gave 
an appreelated value to subsidiary 
silver coins, the Board issued a notlee 
advising pullers to pay thelr rickshaw, 
rentals in big money and pointing oul 
that the equivalent on that particular 
day of half a day's maximum authoriz. 
ed rental (i.e, one shift), wag two 
twenty-cent pices and 28 coppers. 
‘The immediate result of this was i 
large number of complaints and de- 
putations from pullers alleging that

He pointed 
out that, generally speaking, It was tke 
middlemen and not the owners or pul 
ers who were getting the advantage 
of the fait in exchange. ‘The Council 
could, however, only take netion 
‘against the owners, as cence holders, 
snd Teave them to ‘pass on the Fesults 
to the subcontractors. 

Col. Tehou explained that the 
scheme was to allow owners who had 
fextorted money unfalrly to compound 
thelr offences at the rate of $10 per 
rickshaw if tkey wished to do so, In 
other words, If, say, $180 had been 
proved to ‘be, gained through over- 
charging, the proper course would be 
to suspend at least eighteen rickshaw 
licences. ‘The money refunded by 
owners was paid direct by them into 
the funds of the Pullers’ Mutual Aid 
Assoclation, in view of the impractic 
ability of returning to the Individual 
pullers from whom It was taken. 

‘A member of the Committee con- 
sidered the Rickshaw Board's scheme 
‘8 good and workable one. 

Tt was stated that constant reports 
trom’ pullers were being received tat 
owing to the depression they were 
Gnding i increasingly dimeult to get 
passengers, and-were sometimes even 
afraid to take shifts because they were 
doubtful of being able to earn the 
rental for the rickshaw.

Good nourishing food, cooked in 
quantities, can be supplied very 
Jeheaply; far more cheaply than is 
realized by the average house 
keeper: without the profit, motive, 
Jand without the trimmings, but with 
ldeceney and no loss of self-respect 10 
is patrons, there appears to be no 
impossibility in arranging for one or 
[more of such restaurants. 

‘This suggestion must not be con- 
fused with “free kitchens” or direct | 
Jcharity: the consumer pays for what 
fhe gets: but he is buying food. not 
the use of luxurious surroundings. 
jand the intention is that he shall re- 
ceive full value in food. 

Such a scheme may need help to 
Jcommence: later it should be entirely 
self-supporting.

properties deposited inthe Hong- 
Kong & Shangha! Bank, the Yang- 
{ase Insurance Co, Swan, Culbertson 
E Fritz, and other firms. ‘The total 
value ot these properties is said to 
bein ‘the neighbourhood of two 
‘million dollars, 

‘The injunction order bad been 
communicated to the Hongkong & 
Shanghal Bank through the medium 
Sr It. Consul-General, on November 
20, 1938, and the Consul-General had 
recently written to the President of 
the ‘Second Special District Court, 
stating that he had received a letter 
from. Messrs. Platt, White-Cooper 
Co, stating that the sald Arms, 
In viow of the British law, could 
ot'continue to withhold from Mrs 
Freda Zimmerman money which, was 
the subject of the injunction upon 
Mrs, Freda Zimmerman. The Consul- 
General wrote to the District. Court, 
pointing out that the three British 
firms ‘concerned, if they’, were to 
continue withholding "this " money, 
tight be ‘liable under British law.

U. S, COURT FOR CHINA 


China Motors Sued by Briton 

‘A. complicated case concerning the 
ownetship of @ Bulck ear and a loan 
of §2200 which was made with the 
car as security came before Judge 
Milton J. Helmick in the U.S, Court 
for China on Saturday. The car has 
bbeen the subject of much litigation in 
the Chinese courts, and after hearing 
counsel for both sides, Judge Helmick 
adjourned the case,’ that of J. B. 
Manley. (Mortimer, Reid & Sleep) v. 
China Motors, Fed. Inc, USA, sine 
die, pending a judgment from the 
Chinese Court, 

Counsel concerned wore Dr. A. 
Grossman for the plaintiff, Messrs. 
¥. J, Schubl and N. E. Lurton for the 
defendants, and Dr, O. Fischer for 
the intervenor, Mr, J. Brandstaedter. 
When the hearing’ opened, however, 
Mr, Schubl sald that his clients were 
eliminated from the suit, being merely 
in the position of stake-holders. The 
case really lay between the plaintift 
‘and the intervenor, 

‘Rehearsing the plainti's evidence, 
‘Dr, Grossman said that towards the 
end of January, 1925, a Mr. H. J. 
Holder approached Mr. Manley and 
‘asked him to obtain a loan for_him 
fof $2,200, offering as security a Buick 
cat which was then, and still was, 
stored with China Motors. afr. Manley 
managed to effect the loan, which was

Young Bank Clerk Fined $1,000 


A fine of $1,000 was imposed oy 
the First Special District Court on 
Monday, Dec. 9, upon Ching Yah-z, a 
bank clerk, aged 26, charged with ob- 
taining $10,000 from Ling Suh-nyne, a 
wealthy woman living in Scochow, 
with the intent to unlawfully ap:

|The complainant soon received word 
from her husband to take out the 
‘money from the Hongkew bank and 
the accused was again told to do so. 
|The accused failed to give the money 
to the complainant after taking it 
from the Hongkew bank, it was said. 











Hardoon Wins Rent Suit

the civil action brought by Messrs. S.

AMERICAN TARIFF WALLS COME DOWN 


Canadian Trade Agreement Wedge ‘in Further 
Negotiations: New Neutrality Act 
wont Oun"Own Conssronexe 
lic Party stood, with qualifications, 


Washington, Nov. 

‘There 1s a current theory that the 
Democratic Party in America Is the 
ToN tari party, and tne \Repabtie 
party the high tariff party. It is a 
‘theory which at one time even d 
celved the Democrats themselves, and 
‘while the Republicans were busy in 
greasing all rates in the Hawley- 
‘Smoot ‘Taritt the Democrats kept up 
constant fire of eriticism and objec 
Mion. ‘The attack was maintained 
when the presidential election cam- 
paign was being fought, and one of 
tke major charges brought against 
President Hoover was that he had, 
possibly against his better judgment, 

mitted tariff Increases to be made 
xy his Congress not only in farm but 
in manufactured products, 

‘With this background’ it seemed 
inevitable to the foreign observer 
that one of tke frst actions of the 
‘overwhelmingly Democratic Congress 
which wag clected along with Presi 
dent Roosevelt in 1932 would be to 
undertake a sweeping tariff revision. 
But the Democrats soon discovered 
that It was one thing to attack the 
evils of a high tariff Imposed by some- 
fone else, and quite another thing to| 
reduce the rates even by as much as| 
they had previously been increased. 
Luckily for those ‘who insist upon 
political consistency, a compromise 
stand was found possible and the 
doctrine of reciprocal agreements or 
“Yankee trading” was propounded. 

‘Rot to be reduced spont- 
aneously in order to benef t 
‘American consumer by cheaper goods 
‘and prevent the manufacturer raising 
prices unlustifably (the theory ad: 
vocated by the Democrats under the| 
Hoover regime), but they were to be| 
reduced as a means of “bargaining, 
down” the Tariffs of other countries 
to the beneft of American farms a1 
factories seeking wider markets. 


Protection Amerlean ‘Tradition 
Another reason, for not pressing 
forward entiusiastically with’ wholo- 
salo tariff revision was that the early’ 
Foun,of presidential advisers believed 
‘a “planned” economy as much as 
possible. Imports from abroad tended 
to upset the nico balance necessary 
for a planned oF controlled economy, 
‘und ‘so were frowned upon. Hence 
when the American Demoeratic dete-| 
ation reached the London Economic 
conference in 1933 they were unable 
to full expectations. High protec 
tlon, It was. apparent, HOt a 
monopoly of the Republican party. 
but an American tradition. 

‘The American delegation, there- 
fore, went home, its loader’ at least, 
‘Mr. Cordell Hull, Secretary of Stat 
‘a much sadder ‘man. Unlike mos 
Influential Democrats he was a sincera 
oliever in low tarifts ag an end and 
object in themselves. He felt that no 
good ever came of high protectionist 
{arifts, nor yet of currency deprecia- 
tlon, whick had the same effect by 
making foreign articles relatively 
dearer. He stuck to his guns and 
those who actively opposed him found 
themselves discarded one by one. 
Prof. Moley was the frst to go, fol- 
lowed a little later by Mr. George 
Poek, once head of the AAA. As 

tke varlous internal domestic schemes, 
of recovery became less and less 
promising Mr. Hull's prestize grew. 
He was permitted to see. what he 
could do with the powers granted the 
President by Congress to reduc 
‘American tariffs in return for cor- 
responding reductions abroad. 


Canada a Big Purchaser 
At frat the Secretary of State and 

Inter-departmental committee 
which he dominated proceeded with 
extreme caution. Small countries 
were tackled first whose trade, one 
‘way or another, made little difference. 
A trade treaty was also made with 
Cuba, which In view of the peculiarly 
close relationship botween that coun-| 
try and the United States. was a 
fairly simple matter. Finally, with| 
much hesitation and with extreme 
and painful eaution, "negotiations 
‘were opened with Canada. From the 
point of view of population Canada 
fa a small country. “Her  10,000,000-| 
‘odd population places her below the! 
state of New York. Yet trom the 
point of view of trade she is America’s 
Second largest customer, and on oc- 
casions has ousted Great Britain, 
from first place. The total Canadian 
trade with the United States is greater 
than that of the whole af South 
America or all of Asia. 

‘The trade negotiations between 
America and Canada began late in| 
1934. Finally ‘on November “15, a| 
trade agreement was signed and 
presented to the “American public| 
‘apologetically, in fear and trembling. 
7nd with infinite caution. President 
Roosevelt. and his Administration 
finally had decided that the Democra- 
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for a lower Tariff, and tke view that 
the President was just allowing Mr.| 
Hull to play with’ small countries 
at mutual tariff reductions in order 
to appease his low tariff consclence | 
had to be abandoned. In order to| 
remove the whole question, if pos- 
sible, from the realm of party polities, 
the President announced the conclu: 
sion of the trade agreement in his| 
‘Armistice Day speech. He didnot’ 
Advocate it on grounds as soll as| 
“Yankee trading.” but on the higher| 
grounds that it was a concrete step| 
towards peace. This was the first 
time that Mr. Roasevelt openly and 
‘emphatically Ead supported his Secre-| 
tary of State in tariff matters. 


Touch of the Dramatic 


Until the conclusion of the Cana- 
dian agreement all. tariff news had 
come from the ‘State Department. 
‘The President took the Canadian 
agreement under tis own wing at 
the While House. He persuaded Mr 
‘Mackenzie King, the Canadian Minis-| 
ter, who had come to Washington for| 
the final stages of the negotiations, to| 
relurn in order to give the signing| 
of tke agreement a” touch of  the| 
dramatic. ‘The ceremony | was per-| 
formed before news reel cameras and 
‘about 200 newspapermen. ‘The Cant 
dian Prime Minister, the Secretary | 
of State and the President made litle| 
speeches, while the entire Cabinet 
sat behind the President to. lend 
‘solemnity to tke occasion. When the 
terms of the agreement were made 
public two days later the Presi 
dent again’ took matters Into his 
‘own hands and held what as he, 
Jokingly referred to as a class In 
‘advanced Aconomics. Correspondents| 
‘sat with pad and pencil while tke 
President expounded the terms of the 
treaty, taking great pains to show 
that even for states "which - might 
consider themselves harmed ‘ther: 
‘were corresponding advantages. ‘The| 
President, in fact, showed a remark 
‘able anxiety to have a good press on 
the treaty and avert eriticism from 
affected (and therefore disaffected) 
groups.

She has 
always teld the view ‘that Imperial 
Preference rates should be applied to| 
the United States in view of the most 
favoured nation treaty with Great 
Britain. Ae the United States. how- 
ever, had only one general Customs 
rate applicable to all countries she 
could do nothing to enforce her point 
of view.

‘The damage caused elsewhere was 
Jnot at all severe, but in every city 
there were reports of dishes being 
shaken down and broken, ond of 
other minor mishaps. The shock took 
place shortly after 1 am., and the 
Jofices ‘of the morning papers were 
immediately galvanized ‘into action. 
[Telephone calle soon began to arrive 
in the offices telling of breakages, in- 
termingled with queries as to wheth- 
fer there were likely to be more 
shocks of greater intensity. 


Your correspondent was asleep 
when the tremour commenced, but 
jwakened to feel the building shaking 
Jperceptibly. This was accompanied 
by what amounted to a dull roar, 
which gradually died away as the 
shock decreased in intensity. In 
going through the house to discover 
whether anything had been knocked 
down, it was found that a vase had 
fallen to the floor from the top of a 
Jcabinet. By good fortune it was not 
broken, since it was from China and 
made of cloissone.

All good anglers, men who take 
the art of fishing seriously, whether 
it-be in pellucid stream or on the 
‘s0a will remember this day, or will 
‘they” For it was on December 15, 
1683 that Izaak Walton, that lover 
of eminent clergymen, ended his 
forty years of retirement by dying, 
but fortunately not before he had 
left the world “The Complete 
“Angler” a work which every fisher~ 
‘man loves, and which is a treasure 
to the lovers of good English. 
Readers will notice the spelling of 
‘he title of the book and will prob- 
ably wonder if a mistake is not be~ 
ing made. According to the “En- 
eyclopacdia Britannica” it would 
undoubtedly seem to be the case, 
but the writer has before him a re- 
production of the original edition of 
1653, printed in 1876, in which the 
title’ page reads “The Compleat 
Angler, or the Contemplative man’ 
Recreation,” though the page head~ 
ing throughout the work spell the 
important word “complete.” It 
really seems then to be a case of 
paying your money and taking your 
choice, for upon the evidence it is 
plain that the alternative speilings 
were both in existence at the time. 








Izaak Walton was born in Staf- 
ford on August 9, 1593. Not much 
1s known of his parentage except 
that the register of baptism gives his 
father’s name as Jervis. Whatever 
happened to him in his youth is also 
‘wrapped in mystery, but it is known 
that Izaak Walton came to London 
‘as an ironmonger, having one of the 
small shops Tift. by 5 ft in the 
upper storey of Gresham's Royal 
Bourse or Exchange in Cornhill, 
moving in 1614 to Fleet Street 
where he opened another and more 
commodious establishment, ‘The 
aite of his new shop must have been 
somewhere on the land on whien the 
Law Courts stand, for it ts recorde: 
that the address was two doors west 
of Chancery Lane, There in the 
parish of St. Dunsian’s in the West 
he made the friendship of Dr. John 
Donne the vicar-and it 1s probably 
through him that Walton secured an 
extensive friendship with the clergy, 
whose society he was so much to 
affect In after Itfe, But even his 
marriages had about them ecclesta 
tical simificances, for his first wife 
was Rachel Flowd a great-great 
neice of Archbishop Cranmer, while 
his second, Anne Ken was stepsister 
of Thomas Ken, afterwards bishop 
of Bath and Wells, After the 
Royalist defeat at Marston Moor, 
Walton retired from business, 
bought some land near his birth- 
place at Stafford, and went to live 
there, but according to Wood he 
spent much of his time “in the 
families of the eminent clergymen 
of England, of whom he was much 
beloved.” One of his daughters also 
having a leaning towards the clergy 
espoused Dr. Hawkins, a pre- 
bendury of Worcester Cathedral,

is suspected that most of 
ton's experience in the art of 
fishing was acquired during the 
years of retirement at Stafford, for 
he hed been living in Clerkenwell 
for about three years when his 
fascinating book was first published. 
‘That does not of course exclude the 
possibility that he might also have 
fished the Thames considerably, and 
also some of the streams which the 
growth of London in the succeeding 
centuries was to drive underground. 
‘There was at that time, as there is 
now, plenty of good fishing within 
comesratively easy reach, consider- 
ing the speed of locomoticn in those 
days, and while the delights of 
Staffordshire might have inspired 
him to write his book his knowledge 
seems to have come from a liftime 
of active pursuit of the sport. 
‘Justification of this view is to be 
found in the dedication of the book 
to “The Right Worshipful John 
Offley .of Madely Manor in the 
County of Stafford, Esqu., My most 
honoured Friend.” John Oftey 
must have waggled a wicked rod, 
for Walton admits that the book 
“can contribute nothing to your 
Amowledge: and lest a longer epistle 
may diminish your pleasure I shall 
not venture to make this epistle

Izaak was brief in his book, but| 
fhe inanages to discourse upon a| 
number of things besides the| 
piscatorial art, but swinging early 
in his book into a consideration of| 
this contemplative pleasure, he pro-| 
Jceeds to say something about 
rivers:— 

“And first I shall tell you what some 

have observed, and T have in 
myzelf. That the very sitting by the|

Contemplation: ‘That it is the fittest 
ince, seems to have been witnessed | 
by the children of Israel, who hav- 
ing banished alt mirth and Musick 
from thelr pensive hearts, and hav- 
ing hung up their then mute instru:

He has heard a lot about rivers, 
such as the one in Epirus which not| 
only extinguished lighted torches 
plunged into its water, but kindled 
Jany torch which was not lighted, or 
the Selarus which in a few hours| 
turned a rod into stone, or the river’ 
In Arabia which turned the wool 
lof all sheep that drank thereof into 
‘a vermilion colour:— 

“And one of no less credit then 
Arsstolle tells us of a merry river, 


noise of Musick, 
it bubbles, dances and growes sandy, 
but returns to a wonted calmness 
di clearness when the Musick 
ceases, And lastly, (for I would not 
lire your patience) Josephus, that 
larned Jew, tells us of u river in 
Judea, that runs and moves swiftly 
‘ll tho six days of the week and 
rests upon the Sabbath day. 
One suspects Walton of being a 
trifte sycophantle on occasion and. 
his fattering references to some of 
his yveat friends who obtain men- 
tion in his books, suggest rather’ 
more obsequiousness than pertains: 
amongst friendships of the present 
when so often the rough word 
4s the better indication of affection. 
‘They were all fishermen, even the 
fishers of souls taking a busman's| 
holiday amongst the denizens ot the| 
jadjacent flowing streams. And not 
solely for the sport of fishing. There. 
was always the meal they were to 
provide afterwards. ‘Thus: 
Piscator:—Lookyou Sir, there he 
fs, that very Chub that’ I shewed 
you, with the white spot on his tail;

catch him. Tl now lead you to an 
honest Alehouse, where we shi 
find a cleanly room, Lavender in the 
windowes, and twenty Ballads stuck 
about the wall; there my, Hostls, 
(which T may’ tell "you fg both 
cleanly and conveniently handsome) 
hha drest many a one for me, and’

With the close of his career in the 
American Consular service, Mr. 
Edwin S. Cunningham dooks back 
jupon many pleasant experiencer, an 
interlude of sadness, and exciting 
adventures. He is returning to his 
boyhood home in Maryville, ‘Ten- 
Jnessee. His plans are vague, ‘but he| 
jis certain, however, that he will 
[return to China some day. 

‘From the very beginning of his 
Jconsuiar career, Mr. Cunningham 
hhas been in the thick of things, His 
frst exeiting adventure came simul- 
taneously with his arrival at his rst 
post at Aden on May 13, 1898, Tho 
Spanish-American War was’ just 
beginning. Admiral Dewey had 
destroyed the Spanish fleet in Manila 
Bay and Admiral Camera was hast 
ening with more ships in an effort 
to reach Manila and sink Dewey, It 
was necessary for the Spanish ships 
to coal at Perim before they could 
‘continue on their long journey but, at 
the instigation of the young American, 
Jconsul, the British Government re- 
[fused ‘the Spanish Admiral’s request 
for coaling permission and thus 
Dewey was saved, because the ships 
jwere forced to return to Spain. 


“Jost Being There” 
Mr, Cunningham, however, re- 
{fuses to take all’ the credit for 
jwinning this war. In speaking of 
the incident he chuckles and says 
fhe just happened to be there, But 
somehow or other Mr. Cunnitgham 
has had the good fortune of “just 
being there” when something spceia- 
jy exciting has taken place. He 
“happened” to be in Aden. during 
the Boer and Spanish-American wars, 
when the Suez canal was a part- 
feularly busy thoroughtare.

Sea to the Ross Sea, but, tack of 
funds precluding this, he ‘again set 
sail for Greenland in 1932, ‘bidding.

‘Watkins was an expert in the art, 
learnt from the Eskimoes, of seal- 
hunting in a “hayak,” or small native 
canoe; he could do things in that un= 
stable eraft which few Eskimoes cold 
‘accomplish and no white man had 
thought possible for his race before 

‘On August 20 he went out alone 
{in search of seal: Rymill and Chap- 
man were carrying out a motor-boat 
survey of the same Jord.
